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Oa September 17, li)G8, LILBUTIN BOGCS, Social 
Agent in Charge, United States Secret Service, Chicago, 
Illinois, was interviewed concerning security Measures 
considered necessary by Secret Service during the 
Democratic National Convention (L>NC) in Chicago, 
Illinois, in August, 1'Jo.s, and furnished the following 
information: 



The U.S. Secret Service had the duty under the 
law to protect a number of candidates for nomination by 
the Democratic Party for the office of President 01 the 
United States during the DNC. In pursuance i*i LI*--.- - 
duty Secret Service cooperated with the National Guard, 
the Chicago Police Department and other law enforcement 
Agencies to arrange the necessary security. Secret Service 
had seen a number of reports of such serious nature concern- 
ing the possibility of harm to candidates for the ..o,.*nat*on 
that no doubt whatsoever existed that extensive security 
precautions were necessary. 

Beginning on Au.jcst 2-1, 196b, the U.S. Secret 
Service "secured" the Amphitheatre and the limn eiate area. 
My this, he said he meant that a "bomb sweep" was conuueted 
and all appropriate scare ties made and thereafter, the 
Amphitheatre was plw.cd unucr a security guard. 

Security precautions were not only necessary at 
the Amphitneatre and its immediate vicinity bwt were neces- 
sary rlsev.herc in the city for the purpose t,i' sccurin;; 
iiip'Cbi) and egress for candidates for nomination to unu 
from the Amphi theatre an.) further, to secure their temporary 
residences in downtown Cmeago hotels. 

In connection with security i*rr an foments to be in 
effect during the DM?, the City of Chicago in^uirce. whether 

iu t!*f judu't'iurnt of the b-rret Service a inarcii oi dewon- 

straiors to the Amphitheatre would constitute a threat 
to thO£>e persons being protected by the Secret Service. 
The Secret Ser vice resjwnded that in its Judgement such 
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# march by demonstrators would unquestionably Jeopardise 
Safety of the candidates for the nomination. Secret Sea^tfci^ 
further recommended that the City of Chicago should not'^\plv 
waive any law, regulation or injunction currently In force 
to control marches and demonstrations in the city with one 
exception which concerned whether a demonstration should be 
allowed to divide and march ai the same time in two or more 
groups instead of one. 5uch division of demonstrators 
crowds would not be considered objectionable by Secret Service. 

With specific reference to the march led by GREGORY 
on August 29, IOCS , Grant Park to 18th and Michigan 
Avenue where the march was halted by police and the 
Illinois National Guard, Mr. IlOGCS said that those authorities 
acted with the full support by the Secret Service in halting 
the march at that point. To have allowed that march, which 
obviously contained people hostile to Vice President HUBERT 
U, HUKPiiiiEY who had the night before been nominated for 
President by the Democratic Party, would have been a breech 
of necessary security precautions. Mr. BOGGb said 
concerning the march led by GREGORY that he himself had heard 
GREGORY Speak in Grant Park on August 29, 19Gb, prior to 
the beginning of the march. He heard GREGORY say that he warn 
going to his home and was inviting the crowd of demonstrators 
to accompany him. He also heard GREGORY say that when they 
got to GREGORY'S house, those in the crowd who wanted to 
"could go west" to use GREGORY'S words. Mr. BOGGS said 
that west from GREGORY'S House would obviously have been in 
the direction of the Amphitheatre where the final cession 
of the DSC was in progress. Such a march to GREGORY ' s 
residence or to an area close to the Amphitheatre by the 
demonstrators could not lie allowed for security reasons. 
The Secret Service was concerned not only with the necessity 
of protecting the Amphitheatre itself from possibly hostile 
demonstrators but also was concerned that if the march was 
admitted near the Amphitheatre, there would be a number 
of possibly hostile demonstrators in a position to stop 
the Secret Service motorcade. In which the Vice President 
would be traveling. Mr. BOGGS said that even a few 
persons cou Id block a motorcade which when halted is, of 
course, more vulnerable io attack by anyone wanting to do 

With reference to security arrangements at 
d Hilton Hotel on August 28, 1968, when demonstrate 
ed in front of the hotel and on other days during, 
_^pp t Mr . BOGGS said that several candidates for nominati 
Wf the Democratic Party were staying at the Conrad Hilt&ft* 
Hotel during the PNC. These candidates included Vice President 
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HUMlltllT HUMPHREY, Senator EUGENE MC CAR THY, and Goveri 
LESTLK WADDOX of Georgia. Before the convention selected 
Its nominee, all of them were being protected by the 
Secret Service. Obviously, maintenance of proper security 
at the Conrad Hilton Hotel required that the police and 
National Guard prevent that hotel from being taken over by 
demonstrators.

approximately 22 or 23 years of age named SEVTRLY 
BAYSINGER occupied an apartment at 1717 North Hudson. 
She stated she was not certain but thought that she 
was probably attending school. She advised, however, 
that several days before the beginning of the National 
Democratic Convention at Chicago she observed numerous 
individuals whom she concluded were "yippies" entering 
and departing from the BAYSINGER apartment. She 
stated she later learned that many of the individuals 
camped on the floor of the apartment and used all 
available space there during the Democratic Convention.

Special Agent 113th ,^ 
Military Intelligence Oroup, Evaneton, Illinois, aavised as 
follows: 

He was In Grant Park, across from the Conrad 
Hilton Hotel, shortly after noon, August 29, 1963, on the 
occasion of a number of speeches being Bade by various 
persons who were in the large crowd of demonstrators at 
that location at that time. Various speakers appeared to 
be taking their turn, one of whom was ABBE HOFFMAN, the 
Yippie leader from Hew York City. HOFFMAN thanked the 
people of Chicago for being so polite in welcoming the 
demonstrators. He also thanked the participants in the 
various demonstrations for their support, even though they 
had not got their piotures on the front pages of the 
newspaper as had he* H* liked to sse his- picture in the _ _- 
newspapers, this was why he had written (obscene) on his 
forehead. Be advised the Yippies had come to Chicago to 
nominate a pig and had been successful, since a pig was 
nominated. There were some five hundred to a thousand 
persons inlbe crowd at this time; however, the crowd 
was in motion and many people were obviously curiosity 
seekers. 

Ho further remarks of HOFFMAN were recalled 
and he was not overheard making any public remarks on 
any other occasions. 
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Military Inte^Menc^TroupT 1&19 West Pershing Road, Chicago, 
Illinois, advised he was assigned to work undercover during 
the Democratic National Convention (DNC) in Lincoln Park and 
Grant Park, Chicago. 

He stated that during the week prior to the DNC the 
National Mobilization Committee held training sessions in 
Lincoln Park, mostly for the marshals scheduled to participate 
in the demonstrations to be held during the DNC, RENNIE DAVIS 
was observed quite often during these training sessions and the 
general theme was to "cool it" until August 28, 1968. 

He said that they had a very thorough first aid course, 
teaching them how to prtoect themselves from gas attack, 
how to stop bleeding, and how to caie fcr broken bones. They 
were told there would be medical people present to help those 
injured during the DNC and they had first aide centers set up 
throughout the city, one of which was close to the Amphitheater* 

They were taught non-violent self-defense. They were 
told to do wht they wanted to a policeman and then fall to his 
feet and leave it to his morality as to what he would do to 
you. He could not recall who made that statement. 

The National Mobilization Committee had legal 
principle classes. They were told who to contact for help, who 
to call in case they were arrested, and were advised to be 
sure and get the badge number of a policeman if arrested. 

On one day, early in the week of the DNC, 
BOBBY SCALE spoke in Lincoln Bxk and was very emphatic in his 
speech. He told the crowd "Go home and get your guns, be 
revolutionary and barbeque a pig". He said that "If you are 
going to be a revolutionist, be one and die for it". 

During the afternoon of Saturday, August 28, 1968, 
DAVID DELLINGER spoke at Grant Park. DELLINGER said that 
they were going to march out of there because their request to 
itarch had been turned down. He said he would lead a peaceful 
march attempting to go to the Amphitheater. 
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DICK GREGORY spoke and attacked Mayor DALEY for not 
letting the peaceful kids march and for the way he treated 
the kids who came from out of town. He said the Police 
Department is under paid and he welcomed the policemen to come over 
to his side. He said he would be going on a non-violent march. 

NORMAN MAILER said a few words stating he is working 
oft a manuscript and could not take time off to go to jail, but 
his heart was with the demonstrators.

During the period immediately preceding the 1968 
Democratic National Convention, he was assigned to gather 
intelligence information on subversive or disruptive groups 
and individuals who were gathering In Chicago during this 
convention in Lincoln Park, Chicago, Illinois. His tour of 
duty during this period was from 2:00 a.m. to 2:00 p.m. 
from August 23, through August 30, 1968. 

While on duty in Lincoln Park, he frequently saw 
an individual he identified from a photograph as ABBOTT 
HOFFMAN, beginning on August 23 or 24, 1968. During this 
period, HOFFMAN was primarily engaged in making statements 
to the press and organizing with groups of leaders of the 
demonstrators. He was likewise engaged in addressing 
smaller groups of demonstrators in Lincoln Park, telling 
them the plans for the day. On one occasion, he overheard 
HOFFMAN speaking to a group of Individuals wherein he was 
referring to information in the newspapers concerning the 
makeup or the demonstrators arriving in Chicago. His state* 
ment was "They say we are Communists. So what."

He stated that the only time he observed HOFFMAN 
incite a crowd wa3 on Sunday, August 2£, 1968, at Liner In 
Park. At about 6:00 pin on that date, HOFFMAN and other 
indivi duals, including JERRY RUBIN and ED SANDnns, wanted 
to use a flat-bed truck for a stage for their Yippie Music 
Festival in Lincoln park. The police would not allow then 
to bring the truck in to the park. HOFFMAN then ran up and 
urged a huge crowd to help in driving the truck through 
the Police barricade. They finally decided not to use the 
truck and this was the only time he heard HOFFMAN attempt 
to incite a crowd. 

On August 26, 1968, HOFFMAN advised a group of 
30 or ii.0 people at 1800 Stockton Avenue, Chicago, that 
uonwiisuiBKui-j wc*o noouo u ciu i/xio ufi^jo Transit Auunonty 
bam at Uiversey Avenue and Clark Street, Chicago. He did 
not go himself but he got several people to march there. 

HOFFMAN told the survsilling Agents that it was 
all right for then to be with him and indicated that he 
considered then to be his bodyguards.
